HE Perfee, at whofe wedding I wasa 

gueft, many weeks before had fent in- 
vitations to his numerous friends and acquaia- 
tance, to allemble at the fixed ime, at a fpa 
cious hal], erected for the occafion, ina beau- 
tiful field.

We arrived at a village, 
where we were met by the bride attended by 
an infinite number of female acquaintance, 
her near relations, and a crowd ef {crvants, 
A gentleman’s carriage in the fervice of the 
tompany was borfowed for the bride. It 
Was an upen phaeton, drawn in flow procef- 
flon, by four beautiful Arabian hories. The 
practice of borrowing Englifh equipages, on 
matrimonial occafions, is very common, and 
they are always lent with great geod humor. 
As co the reft of the ladies, fome rode upon 


‘camels, fome in carriages drawn by {potted 


buffuloes and bullocks, whofe horns were 
Upped with filver, and their heads adorned 
With flowers, bound by ribbons. The bride 
Wasa tall and comely creature; her long 
black hair falling down over her thoulders, 
and thea turned up in wreaths, elegantly a- 
dorned with embroidered ribbons and preci. 
ous tones. It was at that moment when 
her hafband gave her the /ulam, ia a modeft 
and refpe@able manner, and at a finall dif 
tance, when the itood up in the phaeton,

a Joud fhriek, andran in adiitraéted manner, 
not knowing what they did: even the bride 
was for a moment deferted by thole of her 
own religion and kindred, and left wo the care 
unlucky 
wag had, on purpole, fetfome fwme aaritt, 
that were kept by Vortuguete families ; and 
it was the fear ef being touched by thefe o- 
dious unclean animals that turned for a few 
moments, a day of joy into a day of lamen.

The {wine being driven back, (in effeQing 
which repualfe I may juitly boaft, that 1 was 
myfelf the principal hero,) we proceeded in 
joyfui proceflion to the hail, which fpacious 
as it was, was now infuflicient to contain our 
increafed numbers: wherefore many of the 
company were feated on the grafly plain, 
lamps being hung among the fhrabbery on 
poles of bawheos, fixed without much diffi- 
culty in the foft and deep foil. 

Various kinds of refrefhments having been, 
after fhort intervals, prefeuted to the compa- 
ny, we were at laft entertained wich a ball, 
which lafted all night. The ladies were pla- 
ced by themfelves on ove fide of the hall, 
and the pentieman by themfelves on the o- 
ther. ‘Jhe women wore their veils; but 
thefe were not drawn fo clofely over the face, 
but that you could get a peep at their eyes 
and nofes. When their veils were drawn 
back, in order that they might enjoy the re- 
frefument of being fanned, we could dilco- 
ver their necks and their fine hair. There 
was not the leaft communication between the 
men and the women; no, nota whilper.— 
The wen converfed among themfelves, and 
the women obferved a moft profound filence, 
looking ftraipht forward with inexprefiible 
fweemefs and modelty. 

Bur now appears a fpedacle vhich com. 
mands fileace among the gentlemen as well as 
the ladies, and draws the attention of every 
part of the hall. A company of ftroiling 


dancing girls from Surat, appear on a plat- 
form railed about two feet above the floor, 
Violins were now added to the band of mu- 
‘fic, and prefently the dance began. 


‘Lhe 
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bailadieres (for that isthe name by which 
the dancing girls ave diltingutthed ov this 
lide of Hindottin) are drefled in the gaudiet 
inanner that the tuxumant faney of the Ejlt 
can conceive. Their long black hair talliag 
over their fhoulders in flowing ringlets, of 
braided and turned up, is loaded with preci. 
ous itones, and ornamented with fluwers 
Their necklaces and bracelets are enriched 
inthe fame manner ; even their nofejawels, 
which at fir tight. appear (hocking toau KBu- 
ropean, have fomething pleating, alter cu. 
itoin has worn of the effyg of prejudice, and 
by a certain faummetry, fecof all other oxma- 
ments. Nothing can equal theeare they take 
to preferve their brealts, as the moll tirking 
mark of modeity. In order toprevence thew 
from gro ving large or iil fhapen, they enclole 
themin cafes made of exceeding light wood, 
which ace joived together, and fattened with 
buckles of jewels behind. ‘hele cafes are fo 
finooth and phant, that they give way to the 
various ateitudes of the body without being 
flattened, and without the fmalleft injury to 
the delicacy of the fkin. The ourfide of thefe 
cafes is coveryd with a leaf of gold, and ftud- 
ded with diamonds. They take it off and put it 
on again with fingular facility. 

. The balladieres imagine that they heighten 
the beauty of their complexion, and the im- 
preflion of their countenances, by tracing 
black circles round their eyes with a hair bod- 
kin dipped in the powder of antimony. On 
their ancles, betides jewels, they wear bells, 
which they think have a goodeffect, but which, 
I cenfels | do not admire. 

‘The ball lated until morning. Refreth- 
ments were prelented to the company at {hort 
intervals during the night. Ihe bride was 
accompanied tothe houle of her hufband on- 
ly by her nearett relations. ‘The Hindoo la- 
dies were in the like manner taken care of by 
their hufbands or kindred: as to tbe bil. 
ladieres, they were efcorted home by Buro- 
pean ’ '

Merchant of Philadelphia has reccived from 
A his correfpondent in Charleflon (oy the 
Georgia Packet, joft arrived,there,) a letter dat- 
ed the 15th inft. which mentions, that a veffel 
from France, arrived at Savannah, brings news 


to the fir of Seprember—That the Queea of 


France had been murdered—that the King and 
the Marquis de la Fayette were mifling—that 
5000 of the people of Paris had been put to death 
(by what party the correfpondent takes no nctice) 
—and thai the Duke of Brun{fwick and his army, 
were within thirty miles of Paris. 

Capt. Broekhoufe, who left Havre-ce-Grace on 
the 4th Sept. and was {poke at fea, confirms the 
account of General La FAYETTE’s leaving the 
French army, and adds, thathe and family are 
gone to England. 

Extrad from Lindfay’s Hotel Diary, O8. 2,1792. 

This day arrived here, in eight weeks from 
Guerniey, the thip Bell, Capt. Gavet, who in- 
forms us, the allied armies of Auftria and Proffia, 
amounting to 200,000 men, under command of 
the Duke of Brunfwick, were advancing rapidly 
towards Paris; that at Lyons, and the borders of 
Normandy, the people had openly declared for 
the counter-revolution ; and that affignats had fal- 
len 40 per cent. 

From the above and other circumfances we 
may fairly conclude that the French affairs are by 
this time brought to a crifis. 

O@. 4.—This day arrived the fhip Portfmouth, 
Capt. Cox, in five weeks from Dunkirk. On the 
1ith of Sept. fpoke the thip Dianna, from New- 
York, bound to the Ifle of France, 27 days out, 
im long. 35 N. 


_ Extra of a letter from Culpeper, OF. 7, 1792. 


*« Inthe upper end of Culpeper, in the neigh- 
bourhoed of the ragged mogntain, on Sunday e- 
vening laft, was committed a moit fiocking and 
inhuman marder, by Danie! Yowell, on the body 
of Nancy Clark, a young woman about 16 years 
of age. This barbarous outrage wes done by 
Yowell in the prefence of the young woman's mo 
ther, and feveral other people, who could not 
prevent him from imbrving his hands in innocent 
blood. ‘The young woman’s mother alter feeing 
her daughter receive the frit wound (by a knife) 
whichwasnot mortal, attempted to refeae herdaugh- 
ter if poflible; though Yowell on her coming 
within his reach, gave her a very fevere gath with 
his kaife, on the right cheek to the bone ; he then 
withoat hefitation, put an end ta the young wo. 
man’s exiftence, by cutting her throat in two pla- 
ces, and fplitting her left brealt through into the 


bostom of her body; cat a gath acrofs her right. 


fide, which let out her entrails, and gave her fe- 
veral other wounds which were mortal. The per- 
petrat-r of this heniows crime, immediately at- 
tempted to cut his own throat, in which he fuc- 
ceeded fo far, as to cut his gullet and wind-pipe, 
in which fituation he now lays, attended by a 
guard appointed by the therriff, by order of the 
coroner, ontil he gets fo far recovered, as to be 
removed from his own houfe to the county gaol.” 

Charicflon, (8. C.) Sept. 28 —Mr. Spears, a 
trader from the Cherokees, an exprefs from Gen. 
Pickens, who left the General Friday the 21ft, 
informs, that we may loek for a general Indian 
war, that they are /et om vy the Spaniards. That 
Col. Anderfon has ordered five block houfes to 
be built. The militia have been reviewed and 
infpected—five towns of the Cherokees have broke 
already with us, and fet out sgainit Cumberland 
~The Creeks will break this muon, by falling 
On the tate of Georgia. The numerous militia 


are determined to march, to a map, they are in 





good fpirits, and do not in the leaft doubt of foon 
humbiing the favages, 

Sept. 29 —Withio a few days palt, two expref- 
fes have arrived here ftom Gen. Pickens ant Col. 
Anderfon, with difpatches for his Excellency the 
Governor, They contain the alarmin? accounts, 
that a general Creek war may be expected thortly 
to take place; and that the four lower Cherokee 
towns are holtilely difpofed, and will ac in ¢on- 
cert with the Creeks. A body of the Cherokees, 
Creeks and Shawanefe, in all about five hundred 
men, are now cat, and itis fuppofed will fall up- 
on the fettlemeats at Camberland or Holltein. 
Col. Anderfon has erected four block-hovles on 
the frontiers; and, we are informed, that the Gov. 
had fent forward a large fupply of arms and am- 
munition, with orders to the commanding oficer 
in nincty-fix diftriG, to have the militia put in a 
a ftate of preparation for adtive duty, and to raife 
aad equip a troop of horfe for each of the regi- 
ments. 

O4, 2..—VYefterday feveral letters were receiv- 
ed in town from the weltern frontier of Georgia, 
which inform, that the Indians are perpetually 
committing petty depredations in that part of the 
country ; and, that a formidable invafion is hour- 
ly expected. 

Capt. Roberts has advanced abont eighty miles 
from the Rock-Landing to a fituation between the 
territories of the Creeks and Cherokees, where 
he is bufily employed in ere@ing block-houfes. 
Some lodians having lately ftolen ten horfes from’ 
the inhaoitaots on the Georgia fide of the Oco- 
nee ; Cipt. Roberts ordered a detachment of his 
troops in puriuit of them—=they came up with the 
Indians and “had 4 fmail engagement with them, 
in which one of the foldiers was wounded. 

Winchefer, O2. 8.—Two traders of this town, 
who have flores in the territory of the United 
Scates fouth of the river Obie, tah week received 
letters from their ayencs there, from which we 
have taken the following extraéts: 

Knoxville, Sept. 73, 1792. 

** Tam forry to inform you of our preient a- 
larminy fitaation : the five Chickamawaga towns, 
is well as the Creeks, have declared war againft 
the United States, and the celebtated John Waits 
nas marched at the head of 500 warriors, with 
intent of committing depredations on fome part 
ot the frontier. Many imagine they are deftined 
aprinit this placemoihers, Comberland—Uuane- 
keti isin the number, Laf night a featry, ata 
{tation not more than nine miles from hence, was 
fired at. The peopf on Niae-Mile, which I lefe 
yefterday, are preparing to erect fortifications, as 
they are all the froatiers of this couatry, We 


‘have nothin but moiterings and exprefles, aad 


‘war-talks frequently. { was fortunately in Chot: 
at the critical period of their declaring war; and, 
difcovering the refult of their counci!s, rode all 
night, exprels, to give Governor Disvnt the in- 
formation. The Governor immediately called the 
people of the country out for the defence of the 
frontiers. I muft conclude, my friends, with a 
hope that Congrefs will relieve our helplefs ftate, 
in doing which no time is to be loft.”’

** T have been informed, that there are 600 [ 
cians out againit this part of the country —ike- 
wife that they have killed two men, of the name 
of Gillefpy, who lived on Holltein, below Kuox- 
ville, and that Knoxville is evacuated.”
